That the fick and wounded Officers and Souldiers, and other Perſons that are 
Dn to march atpreſent, may remain within the ſaid Garriſon till able to march, 
and then to have a Paſs. to go toK. Jemes's next Garriſon; 

- That none of the Army under our Command ſhall enter the ſaid Fort, exce 
ſuch who are appointed by us totake poſſeſſion of the fame, till the Garriſon % 
dear marched:out of the Gate. .
